pared in the premises, I do hereby 
make the following report: 


1st. 
I estimate the cost of con

School in Berkeley to be the sum ol 
sixty-five thousand 
dollars 
($65,000) 
2nd. 
I estimate that the cost ot 
constructing a six (6) room 
building 
on the Dwight way lot of the school 
property of Berkeley, to be of the sum 
of ten thousand five hundred dollars 
($10,500). 


3rd. 
I estimate that the cost of an 
eight (8) room building on the site at 
present 
occupied by the San 
Pablo 
avenue school to be of the sum ci 
fourteen thousand nollars ($14,000). 


4th. 
I estimate that the cost of 
constructing a two (2) room 
building 
on a suitable site in North Berkeley, 
east of Shattuck avenue of Berkeley, 
to be of the sum of three 
thousand 
five hundred dollars ($3,500). 


5th. 
I estimate the cost of furnish­ 
ing the two (2) room school building 
heretofore referred to at five hundred 
dollars ($500). 


The above and foregoing estimates 
do not include the cost of purchasing

buildings or of the furnishing the same, 
(except the said two (2) room building) 
as other reports and estimates cover 
that subject.

ing erected at a cost not to exceed

grades for a sewer up Russell 
street 
which is! presented

Also resolution of intention for sewer

southerly from Allston way. 


T h e 
sewer which was constructed in 
Allston way is only six inches in diam­ 
eter and empties into University ave­ 
nue sewer. 
It will not be long before 
this sewer will be found to be too small 
as there is quite a large territory to the 
east of Tenth street that will be tribu­ 
tary to this sewer. 


University avenue 
should not be 
compelled to take all of this sewerage 
but a sewer should be laid in Allston 
way Irom the bay easterly.

Now 
in the first place this company 
claim:; that the construction of new 
lines are not necessary 
improvements 
to the town plant of which it took 
charge and by means of which it agreed 
to light the town and 
which it agreed 
to return to the town at the expiration 
of its contract. 


Second - T h e company only agreed 
to furnish additional lights at the same 
price and upon the same conditions as 
the others, and the principal condition 
of the others was that they were oper­ 
ated and furnished by means of the 
town plant. 


T h i r d - I f 
the Board of Trustees of 
the town of Berkeley could require the 
company under its contract to con 
struct the lines mentioned then jt could 
order the company to cover the whole 
town with a network of lines costing 
$100,000 or more, which would all be­ 
long to the town at the expiration of 
the contract. 
It is obvious that such 
a construction is contrary to reason, 
and to merely state the proposition is 
sufficient to refute it. 


Fourth—The 
contract 
provides in 
plain and specified terms that the trus­ 
tees of the town of Berkeley may ex­ 
tend the limits for lighting the town to 
such places as the Board of Trustees 
may deem proper, and that provision 
can mean nothing else than that it 
shall do so at its own expense and not 
at the expense of this company or any 
other company or person. 


Whenever the trustees o f the town 
of Berkeley will construct the neces­ 
sary lines and place the necessory poles 
upon which to erect the lights required, 
this company stands ready upon proper 
notice to furnish "such additional lights 
as the Board of Trustees of the town 
of Berkeley may order, but the com­ 
pany declines to construct any new 
lines as not being embraced in its con­ 
tract

In the year 1681 A. D., on the 2d 
day of March, Peter and William Tay­ 
lor purchased the land upon which these 
objects of interest stand from William 
Penn in England, and on the 22d inst. 
Thomas Powell took title to the land 
Upon which the house and tree stand 
and adjacent tracts, and after numerous 


> transfers it finally came into the pos-

session of Mr. Powell, who formerly 
resided jn this city, but who now lives 
•' Jn "Star Mount," in northwest Media. 
Upon discovering the historic value oi 
the house and oak, he subsequently took 
U 
precautions to preserve the objects of a 
past age and civilisation. 
;Hm house is constructed of logs, and 
|p, to prevent the entrance of cold air they 
. wete'chinked with mortar. 
The small 
• windows and doors were hand made, 
ftom 'the primitive oak out from the 
?sj 
otest The faces and ends of these logs 
are.scarred and defaced by exposure to 
the/rsionns of at least two centuries, 
and ^show plainly the ravages of the 
"tooth of time," but at heart areas 
hard and.sound as when first placed in 
,.i position to form a bouse for one of 
' • Peon's followers. 


The present owner, desiring to both 
preserve this ancient structure and to 
improve its-surroundings, added some 
seven or eight years ago several addi­ 
tional rooms to the original mansion, 
bat outside the massive old chimney is 
• 
exposed to view, and inside the logs 
With their plastering, the windows and 
doors with their wooden latches and 
strings may be seen, while the low ceil­ 
ing of homemade boards point to a date 
When the ax and saw were almost uni­ 
versally used by our forefathers. 


At the time when the additions above 
mentioned were made an old English 
Coin was found. Upon examination the 
coin proved to be a penny of the reign 
of King George T, and while the date is 
almost illegible, it seems to be 1724, or 
'. tperhaps an earlier date. 
This old E n g ­ 
lish penny was lying under the old 
Wooden door sill, and had become i m ­ 
bedded in the ground, and w a s only 
brought to light by the DEC of pick and 
shovel. History and tradition unite in 
the story in relation to tliie old house. 


Beginning with the river 
D e l a w a r e 
and reaching as far BB ptJiHione of C l u s ­ 
ter county, and bounded also by Rid If y 
and drum creeks, were some t w o tracts 
of land deeded to the Taylors, P o w e l l s 
and others in 1681 by the proprietor 
and founder of our state, W i l l i a m Penn. 
Upon each of these two tracts or parcels 
of land log houses were erected, and one 
Of them was destroyed by fire. One of 
these houses, the one now owned by Mr. 
Powell in Upper Providence township, 
adjoining the town of Media, is the sole 
BUXvivor, and 
it is 
correspondingly 
priced by him. 


The house and old oak, together w i t h 
the curiosities connected w i t h 
them, 
are very antique, and there is no dunbt 
but that the claim of antiquity ia w e l l 
founded. 
In 1715 it was in the old log 
cabin that John Powell changed from 
the Quaker to the Baptist faith, and or­ 
ganized the First Baptist church of Del­ 
aware county, known as the Brandy- 
Wine chuich. 
The congregation w u s 
forxSBl on June 14, 1715, with 15 m e m - 
' bars, and among the delegates 
were 
Abel Morgan'of this city and James 
Jones and Joseph Eaton of Delaware. 
^ j ^ T h u g the old house, constructed by a 
first settler from the Virgin forest, w h i c h 
extended from far inland to the shores 
qf the Delaware river, has both a c i v i l 
and a religious history, and has been 
both the birthplace of prominent fami­ 
lies' and" the habitation within who?? 
Walls a prominent denomination of tirfs 
and surrounding country first sprung in­ 
to existence. —Philadelphia Telegraph.
